Not 
only is it an inefficient instru- 
ment for exp! pressing 8, specific 
opinion, but each citizen probably 
uses 8 different calculus to renc 
his decision.

Whatever Sapir may say 
about it, thers is a campaign of 
terror, though Tam suro it is done 
without Sapir's knowledge. 

“And it's net only in the Paifa 
aren. In Yuhud, our active sup- 
porters refused to let un send 
them gifts fur their voluntary 
work or attend 1 post-election 
party for four of reprisals at 
their places of work by Labour 
Party bosses. Mind you, the sys- 
tom of bossism is not a Labour 
Party monopoly. I was utterly 
shocked at the reported reaction 
of the ILP chairman, Moshe Kal, 
to the fact that some families in 
moshav shituji Talmel-Yaffo, which 
belongs to his party, voted for 
us. am told they have been 
threatened with expulsion from 
the village.” 

Shulamit Aloni agrees that her 
list benefited from the protest 
vote against the Labour Party 
machine and that the same wave 
that cast Yehoshua Rabinowitz 
out of Tel Aviv Town Hall car- 
ried her inte the Kuesset.
